The crop season for 1916 is fast 
drawing to a close and the condi- 
tion-; for the present are most grat- 
ifying. Very variable reports of 
conditions in different communities 
come to this office as shown by the 
individual notes from counties. 



although much damage is reported 
by recent storms. The condition of 
corn as a State average is given at 
02 per < ent. The condition of Bur- 
Icy tobacco is given at 00 per cent 
and dark tobacco at 01 per cent. 
Jobaccn cutting and bousing has 
begun nnd is in full sway in many 
sections and reported as curing 
well. The hemp crop is in good 




condition and show.s at 03 per cent. 
The condition of cow pens «e given 
at 86 per ceut whiie soy beans 
show at 8S per cent. It is worth I 
while to note what an increased av- 
erage in these two crops is shown 
in some counties while in other 
counties no report is made at all M 
these crops are not raised there. 
Pasture conditions are good, show- 
ing much improvement since the 
late rains. At present bluegrass 
shows an average of 87 per cent, 
clover at 87 per cent, orchard grns.s 
01 per cent and alfalfa 87 per cent. 
The third cutting of alfalfa is c-ti- 
raated to yield two tons per acre 
nnd the prospects for the fourth 
are good. 

Much complaint is made of gar- 
den conditions generally through- 
out the State. The average condi- 
tion is given at 80 per cent. The 
condition of Irish potatoes is given 
at 79 per cent. The outlook for 
fruit is very unsatisfactory. Ap- 
ples are falling off badly nnd their 
average condition is given at 50 per 
cent.
